SIGNS OF CANADIAN INDEPENDENCE. 

The numerous Canadian colony in Chicago 
can scarcely hitve failed to note with interest 
the strong plea. which was made on Friday 
in the House of Commons at Ottawa in fa- 
vor of asserting for Canada the right to 
make her own treaties. Sir John Macdon- 
ald was right in his apprehension that the 
resolutions to that end looked to ultimate 
independence and separation from the 
mother country. But that fact did not pre- 
vent the measure from receiving fifty-two 
votes, or the support of one-third of the 
House. When it is remembered that this 
was the first time the proposition claimed 
the attention of the Canadian Parliament, 
the vote in favor of it was surprisingly large, 
and it is safe to predict that future agitahon 
will secure accretions of support until final- 
ly the treaty-making power Will be assumed 
by Canada. When that time shall come, and 


it is probably not far distant, Great Britain 


may as well sarrender all semblance of sov- 


-ereignty over its Canadian possessions. 


There is no doubt that the movement for 
more independent trade relations with other 
countries is retarded in Canada by the senti- 
ment of loyalty to the mother country. The 
strongest argument which the Conservatives 
even now urge against: it is that it is in the 
direction of independence and separation. 
But the growth of Canada’s importance In 
commercial affairs is rapidly giving the home 
interests precedence over the sentiment of 
attachment to the mother country. When 
Mr. Biake said that none but Canadians 
know so well what Canada wants, he enun- 
ciated a sentiment which will grow upon 
the people with every year. If he was 
equally correct in declaring that the history 
of British diplomacy, so far as Canada is con- 
cerned, has been a history of errors, blunders, 
wrongs, and concessions,” then there is a 
substantial basis of injustice to Canada and 
selfishness on the part of the home Govern- 
ment which the people of Canada will not 
endure for the sake of any sentiment belong- 
ing to the past. . 

The Canadians are beginning to think that 
their country is important enough and that 
they are capable enough to control its affairs. 
The home sentiment is the strongest phase 
of loyaity, and when it is strengthened by 
self-interest it will overbear any system of 
foreign allegiance that can be devised. Itis 
not a question of antagonism to Great Britain, 
asit was with the American colonies, but the 
desire for commercial independence, which 
underlies the movement for separate trade 
relations. Hence the revolution will be a 
peaceful one, but separation will be none the 
less complete. Canada’s interests are iden- 
tical with those of North America, not with 
a group of islands the other side of the At- 


lantic.

A LAW FOR PRIMARY MEETINGS. 

Wien the hand of reform was busy in 
California revising the State Constitution 
and making radical changes in the law, there 
was ascheme evolyed, which subsequently 
was enrolied in a statute, for the govern- 
ment and regulation of primary meetings 
held for the selection of party candidates for 
public office. At a later date a similar act 
was passed by the Legislature of Ohio, and 
in both of these States, where there was a 
becoming disposition to observe the law, its 
operations have been of an improved char- 
acter as compared with the lawless and irre- 
sponsible transactions of former dates. Other 
States have taken steps looking to a some- 
what similar legal regulation of the primary 
elections of parties, the expectation, or at 
least hope, being entertained that the manner 
of having such elections may be thoroughly 
and effectually reformed. 

It is perhaps to be regretted that the Gov- 
ernor did not include this subject of reform 
of political machinery in his call for the 
extra session of the DJinois Legislature. It 
might have happened that such a large pro- 
portion of the members were not so per- 
sonally and professionally interested in polit- 
ical immoralities and abuses as there are in- 
terested in the encouragement of crime 
generally and in the subornation of perjury as 
a special feature in the practice of the crim- 
inal law. if law reform be a dead letter in 
Illinois, it might be that party honesty and 
fairness are in beiter repute. 

The importance of such reform must be 
obvious to all. Whether recognized by law 
or Constitution or not, the primary conven- 
tion of the peopie is a fundamental institu- 
tion in our governmental system. It is es- 
sential to the operation of our political ma- 
chinery. The organization of parties pre- 
gupposes the prior organization of some 
form of party government. Parties are 
based, ds is our Government, upon the prin- 
ciple that all their functions, authority, and 
utility are obtained from the mass of the 
people who form them. The only distine- 
tion between a party and a mob is that the 
party presupposes an organization having 
its laws and government and representing a 
constituency equal to all its members, In 
party governments the rule of the majority 
is supreme to the extent that the party con- 
trol, party government, and party honors are 
equally open to all its members and that a 
decision to have any valid authority must be 
the decision of a majority fairly expressed 
and ascertained. A party ruled by a minor- 
ity relapses into the nature of a mob, which 
condition is inconsistent with the essential 
theory of a party. 

Parties being therefore theoretically and 
practically an essential part of our political 
system, it ought to be the desire of every 
man of every party to piace around theni 
for their protection all the requisit legal au- 
thority necessary to their preservation from 
without and their safety from frauds from 
within. When it is considered that the 
primary convention to select a delegate is 
the initial unit of action whereby the entire 
politieal action of the people begins, leading 
up to the choice of all the Offidials from the 
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its own laws. To enable it to do this 

the State extends its power to each of these 

purely voluntary societies and provides 


a primary meeting a pledge to support the 
action of the majority; the statute recog 
nizes the force of this regulation 
and can impose a penalty for any violence or 
other conduct at a primary that would be 
criminal at an ordinary or regular election. 
Tue arrest, trial, and conviction of eight or 
ten Democrats or Republicans for disorder- 
ly or illegal conduct in conducting a primary 
meeting or a primary convention would 
have a most salutary effect upon the morals 
of the politicians who now generally man- 
age and conduct such proceedings. The ar- 
rest of a gang of fifty men for illegal voting at 
one primary meeting might have the effect of 
breaking up that business at other meetings. 
One effect Of the passage of such a law 
would be to encourage respectable citizens 
in attending such meetings; it would have 
the effect of making it discreditable to any 
candidate to seek a nomination by such 
means; and it would require that the party 
authority set aside nominations made in any. 
of the dishonest ways in which candidates 
are too often selected. Judging by the fre- 
quent scandalous exhibitions at the primary 
meetings in this city of late years, there is 
fully as great a necessity for this legislation 
for the protection of the Republican party as 
there is for that of the Democratic party.

THE CASE OF HALLETT KILBOURNE. 

The verdict of $100,000 damages brought 
in by a Washington jury Friday, in favor of 
Hallett Kilbourne and against John G. 
Thompson, formerly Sergeant-at-Arms of 
the House, is a travesty on the forms of law 
and judicial procedure. The sum awarded 
to Kilbourne is extravagant, It amazed 
everybody in the court-room save the twelve 
extraordinary persons. who brought in the 
verdict. Neither theclaimant nor any of his 
counsel, it is safe to say, had fixed their 
wildest expectations ona verdict for more 
than one-quarter of the amount determined 
upon by the jury. Rational persons who 
took an impartial view of all the circum- 
stances of the case, looked for a verdict of 
from $3,000 to $10,000, making ‘liberal allows 
ances fur the well-known disposition of a 
Wasbington jury, when it has the chayce, to 
operate with any raid on the Public Treas- 
ury. The verdict was in disregurd of the 
instructions of the Court. dndge MacAr- 
thur explicitly said that the jury should not 
award exemplary but compensatory dam- 
ages. His language was as follows: 
ny nts have been — 1 pines or dis- 
Plasatit 15 alk bere that it isa — call - 
ing for what istermed in thé law exemplary 
damages—that is, where, from ves of pub- 
lic policy, the damages, beyond those which are 
ectu are allowed to be assessed inst the 
defe nt, not as a compensation to the plalut- 
if, but as u punishment upon the defendant 
himself. The rule to be applied in this case is 
what is called compensatory damages. Com- 
pensatory damages inciude an allowance for the 
act by which the plaintiff wae arrested, for his 
imprisonment, for the feelings of injury which 
would naturally be produced by an det of that 
kind, and forthe effect which it might dave 
upon his health and upon his business. 
piaintif® stands here ciaiming oniy what win 
compensate bim for the injury—nothing by wa 
of example, either to this age or to any other. It 
is to be presumed that when compensatory 
damages are allowed by the law they afford a 
sufficient example to the public, while making 
full reparation to the party injured. 

That a jury, in the face of these instrue- 
tions, should have brought in a verdict for 
damages to the amount of $100,000 will be 
accepted everywhere as conclusive evidence 
either that they were not intelligent enough 
to know their duty, or that they were not 
honest enough to perform it. 

The facts in this Kilbourne case have been 
frequently stated in Tux Tonk. When 
the Democratic House came in more than 
six years ago it undertook to investigate the 
District Ring. Kilbourne was a member of 
the firm through which the real-estate oper- 
ations of that ring were conducted. 
A committee of the House summoned 
him as a witness and directed him 
to produce his books and papers. He 
refused, was arraigned for contempt, 
and, remaining recusant, was sent to jail. 
He was imprisoned for forty-five days, and 
then was released on a habeas corpus. He 
sued Speaker Kerr and the members of the 
Investigating Committee and Sergeant-at- 
Arms Thompson for false imprisonment. 
The defendants demurred, and on appeal to 
the Supreme Court the demarrers were sus- 
tained as to all but Thompson, on the ground 
that for any speech or debate in either 
House the members may not be questioned 
in any other place. But the demurrer as to 
Thompson was overruled and the case re- 
versed and remanded. The fact that he was 
an officer of the House did not, in the opinion 
of the Supreme Court, exempt him from any 
liability he might incur in carrying out the 
unlawful instructions of the House and com- 
mitting acts that the House had no right to 
order him to cothmit. 

The opinion of the Supreme Court may be 
found in Otto 13, page 168, The propositions 
laid down by the court are fundamental, and 
some of them are very sweeping. It is held 
that there is not any general power vested lu 
the House to punish for contempt. It can 
punish its own members for disorderly con- 
duct, or for failure to attend its sessions. It 
can fine or imprison a contumacious witness 
when he is testifying in an election or in an 
impeachment case. It can do nothing more 
—such, at least, appears to be the implication 
of the decision, for, as the head-notes very 
accurately state it: 


The court, without affirming that such a power 
can arise in any case other than those already 
specified, decides that itcan exist in no case 
where the House, attempt to exercise it, ſu- 
vokes its aid in a matter to which its authority 
Goes not extend, such as an inquiry into the 
private affairs of a citizen. 


The power of Parliament to punish for 
contempt is derived from ancient usage and 
presumption, and from the fact that it was 
formerly a High Court of Judicature. But 
the Congress of the United States does not 
possess judicial functions ofany kind, except 
to punish its own members for disorder or 
non-attendance, or to determine their elec- 
tion returns and qualifications, or to try cases 
of impeachment; and in no other cases can it 
exercise the peculiar judicialpower of punish- 
ing for contempt. Under the Fourth and Fifth 
Amendments to the Constitution the right 
of the people. to be secure in their persons, 
houses, papers, and effects against unreason- 
able searches and seizures may not be vio- 
lated,” and no person, save in afew excepted 
cases, “inay be held to answer for a capi- 
tal or otherwise infamous crime unless on a 
presentment or indictment of a grand jury,” 
The Supreme Court held that the House had 
violated both these provisions in the Kil- 
bourne case. 

There can be no doubt that the decision of 
the Supreme Court, in many of its aspects, 
is gratifying and assuring with respect to 
the personal liberty of citizens; Gen, Gar- 
neld himself denounced, on the floor of the 
House, in strong and eteq uetit lah the 
proposed imprisonment of Kiibourne. Still, 
the court has gone further than was expect- 
ed, and some of the consequences of its opin- 
ion are likely to be unfortunate. As theopin- 
ion is construed by many lawyers, it prac- 
tically puts an end to the power of Cong’res- 
sional investigation, for if a witness may not 
be compelled to answer, therecan often be no 
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way of finding out facts that he may have a 
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tee, and, with the precedent 
case, it is doubtfal if the House 
again attempt to punish a witness for con- 
tempt. Now, there can be no doubt that the 
power of Congressional investigation, though 


it has been sadly abused, may be of great | 


service in revéaling and correcting abuses. 
It is much to be regretted that the Supreme 
Court did not stop short with its denial of 
the right of Congress to institute drag-net in- 
vestigation and demand private information 
not affecting questions of public policy, leav- 
ing it the right to ask proper questions and 
compelling answers to them.

PRIVATE CLAIMS BEFORE CONGRESS. 

The incapacity of the Lower House of 
Congress to discuss questions of law or fix 
rules of practice in the courts was shown 
yesterday during the debate on the bill to 
refer private claims to thé Court of Claims. 
Most of the afternoon the House was lost in 
adense fog of misstatement and bewilder- 
ment created by itself. There seemed to be 
less than a dozén members on the floor who 
had the least conception of what was going 
on. Even Holman, of Indiana, who usually 
knows what he ig about, lost his bearings 
and caused two important amendments to 
be inserted in Bowman’s bill when he in- 
tended to amend (and supposed, until it 
was too late to correct the error, that 
he had amended) the substitute proposed by 
House, of Tennessee. Keifer contributed his 
share to the confusion and muddle, as he al- 
ways does, and when the opportunity arose 
put a question of recommittal that had not 
been moved, and failed to put that which 
had been moved. Then he permitted the 
point of No quorum ” to be made when it 
was clearly out of order after other business 
had intervened. But such things are ex- 
pected of Keifer; the marvel is that the 
House should have so completely adopted 
his habit of mixing things. 

There were two substantive propositidns 
before the House: One bill,gntroduced by 
Bowman, of Massachusetts, from the Com- 
mittee on Claims, authorized Congress and 
its committees to transmit claims to the 
Court of Claims for the ascertainment of the 
facts in each case to be certified back for ac- 
tion; another bill, offered as a substitute by 
House, of Tennessee, from the Committee on 
the Civil Service, authorized claimants 
not entitled to relief under existing 
laws to file original petitions in the 
Court of Claims and have the facts reported 
to Congress. This was a most dangerous 
bill, as it contained no safeguards against 
the prosecution of war-claims for the use of 
property or damage to the same arising from 
the necessary prosecution of the War. Con- 
gress has always refused to pay such claims, 
and would not give the Southern Claims 
Commission jurisdiction over them, even 
when the claimants were Joyal. But House’s 
bill would let them all in, and not preseribe 
the test of loyalty. Holman saw this, and 
sought to amend House’s bill, which in 
other respects was the better of the two, by 
inserting two sections ruling out all such 
war<laims. But the amendments were put 
upon the wrong bill, while Holman sat 
calmly by as a consulting witness, 
and aided in several votes to consum- 
mate this object. Moreover, one of the 
amendments, though well intended, went 
much too far.. It contained this clause: 
“Nor shall the said court have jurisdiction 
of any claim against the United States which 
is now barred Dy virtue of the provisions of 
any law of the United States.” With this 
proviso any bill transferring claims to the 
Court of Claims would be valueless. For, if 
the claims are legal in the strict sense of 
that word, the Court of Claims has juriadic- 
tion of them already. The claims which 
occupy the time of Congress to 80 
great an extent are exceptions to the laws 
and hardships arising under them, which re- 
quire the affirmative action of Congress. But 
the House tnecorporated this provision in the 
bil. When it had done -so, it saw the futil- 
ity of going further with the subject, and de- 
cided to refer all the bills to the Judiciary 
Committee, whence they will hardly emerge 
again at this session. 

The proceedings in the House yesterday 
were chiefly valuable as showing how unfit 
that body is to deal with claims of any kind. 
It should de prohibitéd by constitutional 
amendment from engaging in private legis- 
lation. If it had the courage or the honesty 
to adopt Mr. Springer’s proposed constitu- 
tional amendment to this effect it would do 
more to relieve itself of personal importuni- 
ty and elevate its character for fidelity to the 
public interests than it can do by the adop- 
tion of any other single measure before it. 
Either House of Congress may now 
refer claims to the Court of Claims. 
But both Houses are so jealous of their pre- 
rogatives and privileges that they cannot be 
brought to surrender this class of business, 
orto pass general laws to cover all cases and 
under no circumstances depart from the prin- 
ciples laid down therein. This would be the 
effect of Springer’s amendment, which is 
in accordance with the enlightened consti- 
tutional rule of some of the States. No rem- 
edy short of this will relieve Congress from 
the evils it now suffers through undertaking 
to launch out on the limitiess*sea of private 
legislation.

THE MAY FESTIVAL. 

It is time tor Chicago to wake up and get 
herself in readiness for the May festival. 
Ordinarily she is slow to move, but goes in 
with a rush when the event comes, but in this 
ease the event 19 so large and built upon 
such colossal dimensions that she may com- 
mence too late, and find herself unable to 
grapple with it. Intimations are dally com- 

to the managers from various parts of 
Illinois, Wisconsin, Minnesota, and Iowa 
that large crowds will be here from the 
country during festival week—an announce- 
ment which not only ought to stir up 
musical people, but business people also, for 
the festival will be held in the business sea- 
son and will give an additional impetus to 
trade of every kind. The festival, as is well 
known, is one of three, the other two being 
in New York and Cincinnati, and all ander 
Mr. Theodore Thomas’ musical direction. 
The season sales have already been held in 
these two cities, and the result indicates a 
great financial success. Indeed, the papers 
of both cities are boasting of the result, and 
are not slow in claimme that they will 
greatly overshadgw Chicago. In a musical 
sense this is not possible, as may be shown 
in a single statement. Cincinnati in May 
will have had five festivals, in every one of 
which the same chorus has sung. At its 
first festival the programs were of about the 
ealibre for a country singing-school. Chicago 
has never had a festival. Its chorus will 
sing together for the first time, and yet Mr. 
Thomas, knowing what can be done here, has 
assigned to it the same class of musie which 
has been given to the Cincinngti chorus after 
being together ten years. And this music 
the Chicago chorus will sing, and sing well, 
after six months’ labor, whereas upon the 
authority of Mr. Pendleton, the President of 
the Cincinnati Association, their cherus has 
been at work two years. It only remains, 
therefore, for the Chicago public to take hold 
and make the festival a financial suecess, and 
not let Cincinnati boast after it is all over 
that Chicago cannot support a great festival. 

There is every reason why Chicago should 


n 


will ever 
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It is very doubtful whether New York looks 
forward to a regular series of festivals, 
and this limits the competition to Cincinnati 
and Chicago, which unquestionably are the 
real musical centres of the country. As be- 
tween these two cities it ought not to be 
long doubtful whieh is the first in music. 
That distinction depends largely upon the 
patronage of this festival, 

The price of season tickets to the festival, 
which includes seven concerts, four at night 
and threein the afternoon, has been fixed at 
twelve dollars, and a glance at the attrac- 
tions offered for this price will show that it 
is very reasonable. First and foremost, a 
chorus of nearly 1,000 voices; second; an 
orchestra of 170 pieces, made up of the best 
players in this country; third, a rich and 
powerful organ, buils expressly for this oc- 
casion; fourth, ten soloists— Mme. Materna, 
unquestionably the greatest of living artists, 
Mrs. Osgood, Miss Cary, Miss Winant, Mr. 
Candidus, Mr. Toedt,.Sig, Campanini, Mr. 
Whitney, Mr. Remmertz, and Mr. Hen- 
schel—an array of solo artists such 
as has never been seen together in this coun- 
try, who will be heard not only in large 
works, but in their best solo numbers: and, 
fifth, an array of programs which includes 
some of the greatest works ever written by 
the old composers, a splendid selection of 
Wagner’s music, including the best parts of 
“Lohengrin,” and numerous selections 
from each Of the operas of the Trilogy, and 
a beautiful array of light and what are 
called popular“ numbers, which with this 
vast orehestra will be invested with new 
beauty. The sale of seats for the festival 
will commence May 8, and it ought to be a 
matter of pride for Chicago to beat both 
New York and Cincinnati.

KINDERGARTEN 3 ANNIVER- 

Friday last was the centenary anniversary 
of the birth of Froebel, the originator and 
founder of the system of child education 
known as the Kindergarten.“ On the List 
of April, 1782—the month which witnesses 
the new birth of nature, the epening of the 
earth, the swelling of the buds, and the 
bursting forth of spring fowers—in old 
Thuringia, in Central Germany, Froebel was 
born. There must have been great rejoicing 
among the fairies who preside over the des- 
tinies of little children about the cradle of 
the infant Froebel, for he seems to have been 
foreordaimed to become their patron saint. 
Santa Claus comes but once a year, and then 
only to favored children, but the Froebel gifts 
of the kindergarten greet the little pupils 
every morning, thus circling the whole year 
with a round of joys, each exercise contain- 
ing and imparting a scrap of information to 
the tender mind. Throughout the round 
world, where the kindergarten has been in- 
troduced, yesterday the anniversary of Froe- 
bel’s birth was celebrated in simple, gratu- 
latory exercises—celebrated by troops of 
little children—the children of rich and poor 
alike, but by the children of the poor, doubt- 
less, with a more tender sense of gratitude, 
since the lifting of the cross of poverty even 
tor a moment results in an excess of joy un- 


known to those who sail constantly on the. 


bounding wave of prosperity. 

Froebel’s birthday anniversary was cele- 
brated in Chicago yesterday in all the free 
kindergartens, and the patrons of these 
schools had the satisfaction of seeing their 
beneficence reflected in the smiling faces of 
bundreds of happy children, ) 

One cannot read the life of Froebel with- 
out being deeply impressed with reverence 
for his exalted character. The touchstone 
of this noble character is its unselfishness. 
Froebel never knew a selfish aim. He strug- 
gied for the human race, not for himself. 
His eareer, from the cradie to the grave, was 
a thorny path, beset by trials, disappoint- 
ments, and misfortunes. But nothing dis- 
turbed the serenity of this great, tender 
soul, devoted to a great cause—the cause of 
education, And education, to his apprehen- 
sion, was the thorough training of every 
faculty of the mind and every power of the 
body for the duties of actual practical life. 

Froebel’s love comprehended the universe 
in its entirety and in all its parts. When the 
shadow of death was hovering over him he 
said: “I love flowers, men, children, God! 
I love everything!” 

It was this profoundly philosophical con- 
ception of the innate lovableness of every nat- 
ural object of creation that made him shud- 
der at the cruel distertion wrought in the 
natures of little children by crude methods 
of education. Hence his absorbing devotion 
to the subject of infant-training, and hence 
the unrivaled system which bears his name. 

In Froebel’s view the whole nature of the 
child must be drawn out to form tne perfect 
man, and that only by such education could 


tho race be improved and brought to a state 


of perfect development. According to his 
theory the true educator’s eure should be 
to study the nascent powers, and so to frame 
the surroundings that the active use of each 
and all in harmonious work bécomes a neces- 
sity and a pleasure.” It was not until late 
in life that this profound educational maxim 
dawned upon his mind. It was evolved from 
a long and exhaustive study of the subject, 
and from extensive experienee and wide ob- 
servation of the ill effects of ordinary meth- 
ods of early education. He watched de- 
velopment and gradual formation by the ac- 
tion of inward laws through all the realms 
of nature—plants, animals, and lastly in the 
forms of crystals—which seized powerfully 
upon his imagination: and that the human 
creature was destined by the law of its being 
to develop in like manner possessed his 
mind as a révelation of diving truth.” He 
regarded the sun. as in some sort the syno- 
nym of his system ot education, since the 
great source of light and heat accomplishes 
in the. of all animate nature what 
it seeks ucation—the natural, orderly, 
and harmofious development of all the 
powers of the child. 

Froebel’s experiments In training children 
at last led him naturally to the conclusion 
that wouian is better adapted than man to 
impart rudimentary instruction. For years 
he tried the education of boys through men, 
and failed to reach his ideal.” It was when 
he intrusted the training of infant facuities 
to women that he achieved the greatest 
measure of success. 

In contiding to the female sex this supreme 
trust Froebel imposed upon them a weight

The kindergarten of Froebel was barely 
founded in Germany when it was prohibited 
by the rude decree of the Prussian Govern- 
ment. Froebel petitioned in vain for the re- 
moval of the interdict. The cruel bow pros- 
trated him, and he survived it only a year. 
It was not until he had been dead nearly ten 
years—1860—that the Government recoyered 
from the effects of its stupid panic and gave 
its consent to the retstablishment of the 
kindergarten—the public education of little 
ehildren. 

The Froebel system has had only twenty 
years’ trial, but in that brief time it has 
spread over many parts of the world. The 
first. great step leading to its universal adop- 
tion in this country has been taken in St. 
Louis by its introduction into her public 
schools through the noble efforts of Miss 
Susie Blow, aided by the discriminating 
judgment and educational acumen of Prof. 
Harris. 

It is to be earnestly hoped that the mission 
of the lady patrons of the free kindergar- 

ens of Chicago will only end with the in- 

corporation of the system into the pu 

schools of the city. 25

THe appearance of Senator Voorhees, of 
Indiana, as the counsel for the plaintiff in 
the Hallett-Kilbourne case. was not in all 
respects u pleasing spectacle. As a Senator 
of the United States he will very likely be 
ealled upon to vote on a proposition to reim- 
burse Thompson for whatever damages he 
may finally be called upon to pay. He has 
not the right to place himself in such a posi- 
tion that he must decline to vote on that 
proposition. His fees, whatever they may 
be, will come out of the damages which the 
Government wiil be asked to pay. It is 
as grave an 0Official. imvropriety for 
Voorhees to prosecute a claim of this 
sort, in which the Government is really, 
though not nominally, the defendant, 
as it would be for him to vote on a 
measure in which he had a personal and 
pecuniary interest.

No business worth speaking of 
is going to the Eastern seaboard or to 
Europe, whieh shows wat eren at 
the extraordinary inducements offered 
by the ocean steamship lines, which 
not only offer to take business for nothing but 
offer 4 premtum of from 1105 per cent per 100 
pounds, no export shipments can be made, be- 
cause there is no demand for it in Europe at the 
prevailing prices. The reason that shipments 
fell of so heavily during the past week is that 
the Grand Trunk, which had been taking dut 
the bulk of business, has conie down again to its 
level. During the past week it shipped but 2.248 
tons of four, grain, and provisions, against 6.217 
tens the week previous, and 6,762 tons for tne 
week before that.

PROTESTANT COMPETITION WITH CATHOLI- 
CISM DENOUNCED, 


Paris, April 8.—The Monde complains of Prot- 
estant missions as the great obstacie to the ex- 
tension of Catholicism in Asia Minor. It says: 

Not that they have mucb success. The grace 
of God, without which all effort is unfruitful, 
does not add fertility to the labors of dis- 
cipies of Luther and Calvin—these numberiless 
Protestant ministers who come from Germany, 
Engiand, and even America to flood the East 
with their mutilated Bibles and their biaspbe- 
mies ageinst the Virgin and saints. There are 
but few cases of Catholtes gomg over to Prot- 
estantism, notwithstanding the tempting offers 
made to them, and Protestants becoming Oath- 
ofics are a hundred times more numerous. Even 
the schismatics do not readily abandon their 
own errors for much greater ones. The mischief, 
however, done by -the Protestants is con- 
siderable, and here is the reason. Owing 
to the lar sums at their disposal they 
bave been able in many localities where there 
are no Catholic missionaries to build free 
schools, even orphanages, for boys and giris, 
and sometimes, as at Beyrout and Aintab, med- 
ical schools and hospitals. In 2— 2 they 
often obtain by puftchase from dist parents 
poor children, whom they sometimes succeed in 
making preachers of error like themseives. The 
less fhdigeut cbildren, or even those of good 
a who frequent their schools do not be- 
come Protestants, but with the elements of edu- 
cauon they learn te detest Catholicism, thus 
growing more alienated from the faith, aud their 
conversion being t@us reudered more difficult. 
To the Protestant emissaries this negative suc- 
cess appears satisfactory.”

Failure of the American Electric Light 
Company of "lassachusctis.

ings, which has sinee dissolved. The com 

was reorganized with Col. Fred Grant as Pres- 
ident; Edward H. Goff as Vice-President, Eugene 
M. Hersey as Treasurer, and Edward 
H. Hastines as Secretary. Among the Directors 
were William Windom, formerly Secretary of 
the Treasury. and other prominent gentiemen 
of Washington. The parent company in New 
York was called upon for machines and lamps, 
and at the same time efforts were 
made to piace the capital stock upon the 
market to raise funds for the prosecution 
of business and large payments due to New 
York parties. It was soon discovered that the 
supplies could not be furnished, and, to utilize 
the power en ed, it was necessary to call upon 
the American Eiectric-Light Company of New 
Britain fir dynamo-machines and aro- amps. 
About this time the stock of the parent 
company was advertised forsale in Boston at 
very low rates, thereby destroying the market 
of the Boston stock, so that a large payment be- 
came due to Messrs. Grant & Moriarty, 
which Goff found it impossible to meet in 
consequence of his market baving been on 
upon im.

The May Festival. 

The time for the great May Festival is rapidly 
approaching. But four weeks remain before 
the grand chorus and orchestra, the largest ever 
yet assembled here, will take their places in the 
Exposition Building, and inaugurate what un- 
questionably will be a permanent musical 
feature in this city, as it isin Cincinnati a Bien- 
nial Musical Festival. The forces for the festi- 
val are of remarkable strength. Never before 
was such an array of sololcs gathered here upon 
a single occasion. At the head of them is Frau 
Fredrich-Materna, the famous Brunnhilde of 
the Bayreuth Festival of 1876, and the beroine of 
Waguer's new opera, “ Parsival,” which will be 
brought out this summer. She holds the first 
position among the great dramatic and lyric 
artists of the world, and it is specially fortunate 
that we shall have an opportunity of hearing her 
m selections from the great “ Trilogy,” in which 
she achieved a worid-wide fame, as well asin 
other large dramatic works for which she is 
Specially fitted. Her associate in the soprano 
work of the festival will be Mrs. EB. Aline Os- 
good, who has already commended herself to 
Chicago audiences with her beautiful voice. The 
alto work could not have been intrusted to bet- 
ter singers than Miss Cary and Miss Winant. In 
addition to Mr. Candidus, now the principal 
tenor of the opera-house at Frankfort-on-Main, 
and Mr. Troedt of New York, the tenor duties 
will bave the service of Campanini, who will 
have an opportunity to be beard in bis splendid 
role of Lohengrin, and also in the Trilogy se- 
lections, where be will sing the music of Sieg- 
fried. e basses, Whitney, Remmertz, and 
Henschel, are as strong as strong canbe. Ali 
these artists will be heurd not only in the 
larger works but also in their most effective 
solos in the matinées. 

The chorus numbers nearly 1,000 voices, and 
with the exception of the members of the Mii- 
waukee Arion Society is recruited from Chica- 
go. The results of its months of hard labor will 
be shown at this festival in a strie that will 
make Chicago proud of her singers. The or- 
chestra is one that cannot be excelled, even if it 
be — by any otner organization in the 
world. 
contributed their best players, and as it will 
come to this city after baving played in New 
York and Ciocinnati, we shail have its best 
work. The strings alone will number 112. 

The organ specially built for this festival by 
Rooseveit, of New York, will be placed under 
the Stage on account of the necessity of room 
tor the singers. The instrument was designed 
especially to support the chorus, and consists of 
one manual and one pedal keyboard con- 
trolling twelve registers with scates 
that are very large, and tones pow- 
erful, round, and brillant witbout being 
barsh. The keybox is placed directly in front of 
the conductor's stand, so that Mr. H. C. Eddy 
(Who willl play the organ) will have the same 
view of Mr. Thomas that the orchestral musi- 
cians have. The keys are connected with the 
organ by electrical contrivances. There is no 
case around the organ, and nothing to hinder 
the free egress of sound. Dudley Buck, who is 
the organist of the New York Festival, writes 
that the organ is a capital success.’ 

The Exposition Building is filled with carpen- 
ters, who are erecting the huge sounding-board 
which projects over the singers and orchestra 
like a large bood, and will concentrate and carry 
the sound. They are also laying the flooring, 
setting off rooms for artists and singers, and be- 
sides the side galleries have erected rising tiers of 
seats at the back, underneath which are tunnels 
vr passageways leading to each aisle. These 
passages will be indicated by colors correspond- 
ing to the color of the tickets, so that all crowd- 
ing in getting to seats will be avoided. The 
building will be illuminated with the electric 
light. Mattings will de laid, and everything ex- 
cept useless tawdry decorations will be provided 
to minister to comfort and couvenience. 

The programs ot the Festival have already 
been given in detail in Tas Lanes. They 
represent the best in music. It will be an op- 
portunity not only to bear large works which 
cannot be beard except upon such occasions, 
but also the lighter ny ern pieces done as they 
bave never been done before. a 

program-book containing all the details 
of the festival, with descriptions of the music, 
is now in press, and will be out this week and 
for sale. The festival commences May 23, last- 
ing four days—four night concerts and three 
matinées. The sale of season seats commences 
May 8. For the New York and Cincinnati Festi- 
vals the sale has been very large. Chicago ought 
not to be behind. It is her ftirst testival, but it 
ought in every regard to take a place even with 
the othertwo. Musically it will not be behind 
them. Intimations received by the managers 
from the country are that large excursions will 
come in during festival week. It now remains 
for the Chicago public to complete the success 
by the largest and most enthusiastic patronage.

Important Building Enterprises in the 
North Division. 
Contracts are now being let for the new apart- 
ment-house to be erected by Mr. Samuel 
Wheeler at the corner of Rush and Ohio streets. 
The new building will adjoin Mr. Wheeler's 
handsome flats on Ohio street. It will have a 
frontage of 142 feet on Rush street and 80 
feet on Ohio. For convenience of interior 
arrangement and subdivision of rooms there 
will be two independent entrances on Rush.

The Common Council of Montreal has made it 
a misdemeanor for any one to have, except in 
private residences, any non-smoke consuming 
chimnéy. Every proprietor, owner, or tenant 
of any engine, steam- boiler, factory, chemical- 
works, or other manufacturing establishment 
is to be compelled, on notice from the luspector 
of Boilers, to provide his furnaces with appar- 
atus which will effectually consume the smoke 
escaping therefrom. 


Butliding Going Ahead in New York. 

The Herald says that the records of the build- 
ing bureaus in New York and Brooklyn indicate 
a continuance of the unexampled activity in 
bullding that marked the year 1881. In that year 
the number of permits for new buildings on 
Manhattan Island was greater by 114 buildings 
than in any previous year except 1871. The 
amount of money involved was, however, far 
greater than in 1871, for in that year prices had 
almost touched bottom, and moreover tne struct- 
ures planned were mainly up-town dwellings, 
hardly any one of which cost more than $60,000, 
whereas in 1881 permits were granted for sey- 
eral edifices that called for more than 
51.000.000 each. The total estimated value 
of the structures for which permits were 
granted in the city last year, including the cost 
Ot alterations to existing buildings, was 858. 
538,040. The total for the first three months of 
this year is $10,932,600. This agyregate repre- 
sents bl new structures, whose estimated cost, 
as calculated by the architects and builders, will 
be $9,617,000, and aiterations to existing bufid- 
ings to cost $1,153,000. Among other building 
enterprises a syndicate is about to be formed to 
build up the eatire front of Eighth avenue, by 
sections, from Fifty-ninth street to One Hun- 
dred and lenth. 

Sometbing new in house- building in this coun- 
try, though successfully tried in Europe, is about 
to be essayed in New York by Mr.dieury Villard. 
The plot of ground comprises the whole front on 
the east side of Madison avenue, between 
Fiftieth and Fifty-tirst streets, measuring 200 
feet front and extending back 175 feet. The in- 
tention is to build upon three sides of this square 
—upon the rear line and the two streets—ieaving 
a courtyard about ninety feet square fronting 
on Madison avenue, and 2 from it by a 
wall or ornamental rail. e whole group will 
comprise ten houses, of which six will have their 
chief entrances from the courtyard into which 
carriages may drive. The four remaining houses 
will face on the streets—two on Fiftieth street 
and two on Fifty-firat street. The object of 
building these smailer nouses is to insure light 
and air to the rear ot the houses facing on the 
court. This court, which will virtually be a pri- 
vate garden belonging to the six houses facing 
on it, will be decorated with an antique V ene- 
tian fountain, architectural fragments, and 
flowers. 

The house forming the southern end of the 
group will be built for Mr. Villard’s occupancy, 
and will measure fifty-seven feec on Madison 
avenue and 100 feet on Fittieth street. This 
will be the largest of the group, but its archi- 
tecturai features will be repeated throughout 
all six houses, making a symmetrical mass of 
build which will recall some of the Floren- 
tine or Roman palaces of the sixteenth century 
—massive walls, delicate detail, and the repose 
and dignity which purity of design lends to an 
edifice on the monumental scale contemplated 
for this one.

All that man does outwardly should be but the 
completion and expression of his in- 
ward thought, as thought is the 
fundamental distinction oof mind. But 
if young pcople bave not that innate 
thoughtfulness and respect, it is preposterous to 
believe they cannot be trained contrary to their 
characteristic inclinations. It rests with mothers 
entirely to train their sons and daughters in the 
proper direction, and to the parents alone, par- 
ticularly the mother, rests the credit or dis- 
credit as the case may be. Should a child be by 
nature timid and retiring or bold and forward, 
it rests with the mother to correct the faults by 
gentie yet firm discipline. Parents should not 
take it for granted if thoir children show signs 
of pitiable selfishness, of extravagant speech. 
or exhibit a manner disinclinea to express 
even a dutiful sense of gratitude or 
appreciation, that they must either outgrow 
their faults without restraint or remain 60. 
These peoculiurities are almost inevitable in 
children, bence the care requi from early 
cbildhood to guard against a growing tendency 
to exhibit them offensively. It is the mother’s 
duty and privilege to train her children in the 
proper direction. We have been shocked by 
seeing young peopie in our best society circies 
help themseives to seats while their mother or 
those whose position demanded their atteotion 
remained standing. Gentlemen, as a rule, ob- 
serve this courtesy; but young ladies are too 
apt to forget that it is an imperative 
duty. A gentieman, be old or 
young, should always remain  stand- 
ing until ladies are seated, but exeeptions to 
this in cases of extreme age or weakness are 
very marked and beatiful. A young * will 
always politely and geutly insist that an elderly 
gentieman shall be seated; if he is courteous 
enough to decline the second time, the young 
lady will at once seat berself. A young man 
must never seat himself until bis seniors are 
seated: to do so would be very rude and vuigar. 
Young ladies must remain standing until the 
mother is seated. This is a mark of respect to 
the elderly lady and a point of politeness which 
is a sure sign of high breeding. Young ladies 
must always give precedence to married ladies, 
even if they are young, and remain standing 
until they are seated. Old people re- 
quire a great deal of attention, and 
any little politeness, any kindness, however 
slight, even if itis out of the ordinary line, is 
received and appreciated by them. No money, 
no success, can ever give tosome that innate 
courtiiness and grace which is so pleasant to 
see; while we see it sometimes in others beneath 
the rags of poverty. Some are destitute and 
some endowed. We have seen an elegantily-at- 
tired lady with atefined face and manner belp 
herself toaseat in a public conveyance while 
an old lady of tottering step was with difficulty 
keeping herself up. The young and elegant 
woman was unmoved. We have seeu a puorly- 
clad common-looking woman—common in posi- 
tion and dress—leave her seat and kindly insist 
that the elderly lady take ber seat. We see this 
contrast very plainly marked daily. To be sure 
the rule which etiquet lays down for young 
ladies to remain standing until their seniors are 
seated applies to the drawing-room and to their 
friends and acquaintances—not to the pubiic; 
but it is very creditable, as well as touching, to 
see a proper respect and deference given to the 
old in any walk of life. As we can detect style 
and grace of motion in the manner in which 
some people enter a room or step into a car- 
riage, in the way they offer their hand to au- 
other, in their manuer of returning a greet- 
ing or accepting a present, 60 can we 
tell the true principle of respect to 
our seniors. It cannot be concealed. 
The gentleness of tone; the easy, quiet manner; 
the soft, “Can I belp you? WII you allow me 
the pleasure to assist you?’ all mark the care 
with which that man or woman's motber or 
—— has incuicated the precept, to show 
eference to elderly people, or those whose con- 
dition of life demand it. All courtesies life 
should be practiced at home. It is in the Very 
centre and heart of the family that they grow 
and ftiourish, and are cultivated to perfection. 
A oom mao or woman should rise on the en- 
trance into the room of either parent, hand 
them a chair, or draw it where the parent most 
prefers it; de or sde will not re- 
at themseives until the parent is seated. 

is courtesy should never be omitted 
unless for some very good reason, when an apol- 
ogy should be madeto the parent. Life tem- 
pered with dignity and culture is a perennial 
spring ot giadness. To those whose daily course 
of life from their infancy has led them over 
well-trodden paths of politeness and good man- 
ners, the same accurately marked and beaten 
track having been followed by many generations 
of well-bred and cultivated ancestors, may be 
happy in the rich store of innate culture which 
ought to be theirs. Under the critical we thy i 
the well-bred, any omission of acknowledged 
amenities or courtesies is instantly detect-

There are man lit- 
tle details which are Sasily observed, and 
yet bear with them such pleasure, 
such comfort, and, better than all such 
respect for others that in the observance of 
them we really receive as much pleasure as 
bestow. Many people have noble minds and no 
manner. The formation of the proper manner 
for every occasion is as necessary as the forma- 
tion of the mind—a gentile, unobtrusive regard 
for the feelings and comfort of others, even in 
the smallest trifles, a quick instinct to smooth 
the way of the aged by a slight token of respect 
and care for their comfort. How bright, how 
cheerful the smile of the 2 who quickly 
accepts © courtesies, trifiing to be sure, but 
she feels that his — 4 his politeness is the 
fruit of her teachings, his uneeltishness, his 
sensitiveness for others is a feeling akin to her 
own. 

The voice is one of the crucial tests of good 
breeding. A loud voice in either sex is never: 
pleasant. it should always be lowered when ad- 
dressing seniors to a cadence of gentleness and 
deference. There is much, very much,in the 

jance, but there is much more in the tone.

The importance of this branch of etiquet is 
not made clear to all people.

The alarm has 
naturally spread among the stockholders of 
other corporations, particularly the coal prop- 
erties, who feur that the statements which have 
been given to the public in relation to them have 
been colo somewhat, to say the least. They 
agree that Seney Road has bad equal facili- 
ties with o coal-carriers, and a great dea! of 
eeneral distrust is occasioned by the report in 
question.“ 

The arrangement made between the Seney 
Road, officially known as the New York, Chicago 
& St. Louis Company, with the Erie Company is 
considered likeiy to work very disadvantageous- 
ly to Lake Shore, which will be thereby deprived 
of interchange of business which it formerly 
enjoyed with Erie. It is stated the Seney road 
will be in running order next July, and be a 
tresh factor in the distribution of business be- 
tween Chicago and the Atlantic seaboard. 

Advices from the West report the presence 
even thus early of grasshoppers in Kansas, whose 
newspapers are said to have suppressed the fact 
lest emigration should be frightened away from 
that region. 

Apart from Jersey Central there was little 
that was interesting in the movements of the 
markets. At the close it was barely steady. The 
bears bad been in control ail day.

An item worth more than a moment's atten- 
tion in yesterday's bank statement in New York 
was the deoline of $640,200 in circulation. The 
high price of Government bonds is leading to a 
witbdrawal of the circulation of banks which 
hold called 6s as security for circulation, and 
which are not willing to pay the premium de- 
manded tor 4s and 4%s. The country well 
remembers the consequences in February, 
1881, of the withdrawal of $18,000,000 of Na- 
tional bank currency on account of the Carlisle 
amendment to the B- per- cent refundipg bill. It 
is now estimated that not less than $40,000,000 of 
National-bank note circulation will be retired 
between this time and October if the 4s and 4%s 
continue to advance. There are in round num- 
bers $215,000,000 of National-bank currency out- 
standing on the security of extended 5s and ex- 
tended 6s. At the present rate of payment it 
will not be two years before all these bonds are 
called. The National banks must buy 4s and 4s 
or withdraw their circulation if some new se- 
curity is not provided for them to put up 
against their circulation. That the banks 
will not buy bonds at these 
high prices is already begitining to be evident. 
There is here a grave’ financial danger. The 
Tribune says there is little doubt that very large 
amounts of the 4448 and 4s are held on specula- 
tion. Genuine investment holders are not 
tempted to sell by tne high figures, because they 
are receiving their regular interest on lower 
prices, and at present they are suspicious of the 
general.run of securities that are offered for 
sale. Hence, with the demand created or sup- 
posed to be created for the long bonds by the 
rapid retirement of 3% per cents that 
are pledged for security for bank-note 
eirculation, it its comparatively easy to 
“ per the prices for the 4% and 
4 per cent bonds a little higher each day. But it 
is possible that the manipulation may defeat its 
own object. Washington dispatches Thursday 
state that thus far last week the withdrawal of 
bonds beld as security for circulation exceeded 
the amount of deposits for new circulation by 
the sum of $1,000,000. 

The Sun says: 

The market is in a condition in which any 
serious disaster, such as the failure of a large 
corporation, or of a prominent stock operator, 
would cause a widespread panic. The high 
prices paid for Government 4 per cents, and for 
other securities regarded as safe beyond a 
doubt, are in markea contrast with the weakness 
of the rest of tne list. There is oye! of money 
seeking for investment, and it is daily increas- 
ing in amount, but its owners will buy with it 
nothing that is in the least degree suspected of 
unsoundness.

a Dry- goods jobbers were less busy than on the 
preceding days of the week, but a fair seasona- 
bie business was lu progress, and the market 
mainteined a firm and healthy look. ‘here was 
continued fair activity in milliaery goods, and 
continued quiet in clothing and boots and shoes. 
Groceries were moving fairly at Saturday’s quo- 
tations. with sugars more firmly held, and 
coffees, teas, sirups, and most other lires ruling 
steady. The dried-fruit trade was reported fair- 
ly active. Both city and country deaiers were 
ordering freely, and there was a firm market for 
most descripiops. Fish were firm and un- 
changed. Dairy products wore selling at previ- 
ous prices, though the tendency is pretty strong - 
ly downward. The best creamery butter was 
quoted at 30@32c, and the best dairy at 27@28c, 
which is a decline for the week of fully We. 
There were no changes in leather, bagging, coal, 
and pig-iron. Oils were generally steady. Tur- 
pentine was weak, 

Broom-corn was steady at the figures ruling 
for the week previous. Green fruits were mov- 
ing slowly, without important change in any 
direction. Hides continued inactive for all 
grades, the few sales made bemg at irregular 
figures. Grease and tallow are in light demand 
and easy at our price list. Building material are 
reported tirm all around, bricks being nomi- 
pally quotable at $13.00, though there are none in 
the hands or dealers except those that are being 
sold for direct consumption. Metals and tin- 
ners’ ware are active and steady, though 
some houses are sligutly cutting the price of 
pails. Potatoes continue weak, with little de- 
mand except for the best grades, which are 
comparatively scarce. Wool is quiet anda 
steady. In seeds timothy seed Was easier, prime 
being quotable at about $2.20. Clover seed was 
saiable at $4.30@4.50 for prime tochoice. Filax- 
seed was steady at $1.35@1.40 for good to 
cholce, and Hungarian sold at 508.00. Hay 
was very dull at about Friday's quotations. 

Rall freights were reported steady on the basis 


‘of 250 pet 100 lbs of grain and We on provisions 


from Chicago to New York. Ocean freights were 
decidediy stronger. 

The receipts of wheat at Chicago, Milwaukee, 
St. Louis, Toledo, and Detroit, reported Satur- 
day, aggregated 56,000 bu. The shipments from 
the same ports were reported at 35,000 bu. The 
shipments reported from New York, Philadel- 
phia, and Baltimore were 82,000 bu. 

Advices were received here Saturday of ship- 

mentsof corn in moderately large quantities 
from the Missouri River between Kansas City 
and Omaha. It has hitherto been reported that 
all the corn in thet region was wanted to 
ship West and South. The forwardness of vege- 
tation now relaxes the farmer's hold on corn in 
the West. There is less corn than a year ago, 
but less is wanted ata high price than at a low 
one. 
A fdrmer at Red Oak, Ia., sold 2,000 bu of nine- 
year-old corn during last week. The high prices 
have recently brought out several jags of corn 
two and three years old; but nine years caps the 
climax. 

The stook of brick available for building pur- 
poses in this city is now very small. In fact, 
there are few if any for sale, those now held by 
dealers being already sold and awaiting the call 
of the builder. The strike among the brick- 
makers is very embarrassing just at present 
both to manufacturers and customers. A dif- 
ference of Be per day keeps the employers and 
workmen apart, and the prospects are that the 
end wiil not be reached for a week yet. The 
manufacturers say they paid better wages last 
year than ever before, and the workmen now 
demand an increase over last summer's pay. 
The want of brick is sadly felt, many contractors 
being forced to remain idle owing to their in- 
ability to obtain building materials.

THE HOUSE OF STEWART 


Gath on Some of the Causes 
Which Led to Its De- 
cay. 


He Says Stewart Was a Hard, 
Cold, Cruel, Conscience- 
less Man. 


And Describes His Successor as In- 
competent—His Senseless War 
on the Jews. 


Special Dispatch to Cincinnati Enquirer. 

New York, April 19.—A variety of comments 
continue to be made on the downfall of the once 
great bouse of A. T. Stewart & Co. General 
opinion among those who draw their conclusions 
from a general principie is that toadyism, bow, 
ever important may be its success for some 
time, is a rotten seed, and cats up the very fruit 
of which it became the centre. A. T. Stewart 
was a man whom few cared to cultivate, but 
Judge Hilton undertook to be bis cultivator, and 
bad so much talent. and what the ladies call at- 
tention, in that branch that to the astoniehmenc 
of the public the close-fisted merchant fert bis 
agreeable satellite $1,000,000 to be his execu- 
tor. This would indicate that Stewart be- 
lieved Hilton to be the best piece of talent 
and devotion in all his cireie of acquaint- 
ances to work out the best results for 
Stewart's fame and his widow's comfort. New 
York never liked Hilton much, though be had 
been a Judge bere for a while in the tlourisbing 
days of Fernando Wood, Tweed, Sweeny, and 
that circle which made a rotten principality, 
like a kind of detached Dublin, of the Western 
metropolis. Not much was remembered of Hilton 
as a Judge, but he was known to be the dining 
comrade of A. T. Stewart, and it was alleged 
that there was some slight connection by blood 
or marriage between Hilton and the Stewarts. 
The Judge's friends intimated this asa reason 
why the merchant lett $1,000,000 to an ap- 
parent strunger. Stewart himself wus re- 
garded as a pretty beartiess man, though 
with some iudependence of character. He 
had a dry tunerul, and it was said by cbeerful, 
woridiy meu that to have paid bim attention for 
go any years was bard work, even for $1,000,000, 
Soon afterward, when it was announced that 
Hilton bad taken the $1,000,000, and with it ac- 
quired the Whole business of Stewart, reserving 
to the widow only ber reui estate, personal prop- 
erty, botels, etc., this was regarded as a pretty 
bold movement of Hilton to piant himeelf bigh 
in the mercantile community, and to retire from 
the legal arena. From being Stewart's lawyer 
and adviser be had become his executor, and 
then his successor. The example was not re- 
garded by moralists as the best, and seemed to 
indicate that as very rich men grew old or 
rather unscrupulous, adherence to (their 
whims, devices, and despotisuis would pan out 
well. Some of the old men, bowever, who 
knew that business success is coincident with 
bigh motives and real labor and sacrifice 
wagged their beads and said: We will wait and 
see.” "We have waited, and we bave seen. The 
house is no more. Hilton is still a rich mau, 
but be canvuot assert himself to the degree be 


nas dove since Mr. Stewart's death. 


Mrs. Stewart meantime has lived a ladylike, 
quiet life becoming a well-bred American giri of 
two generations past. wuo Knew the steps re- 
quired to make a fortune, and, therefore, did 
not feel the pride of sudden possession and the 
fuolishness of moneyed power. She has re- 
mained the nearly obscure widow, lengthening 
out her days by acts of religion, keeping com- 
pany with some of ber plainer kin, finishing the 
tomb of ber husband, and going much with a 
Bisbop she bas made by ber wealth and the easy 
assent of the Church to create Bishops on a 
money foundation. 

Aithougb Mr. Hilton was supposed now to be 
a merchant only, be interfered in all the con- 
cerns of Mrs. Stewart's estate. He was the ap- 
parent proprietor of ber hotels, and they were 
soon run, as far as the Judge was cuncerved, as 
if there was no obligation to anybody tobea 
guest at them. This was es jally the case 
with the Saratoga property. The manager cf 
those hoteig was a considerate, shrewa, expe- 
rienced man, and the Judge supported bim is 
general, but a good deal of friction was felt by 
oid guests. Violent changes were made, accord- 
ing to the taste or the resentment of the execu- 
tor. The Jews had never been very popular asa 
class with expensive hotcikeepers, because they 
carried their system of pricing tames and 
wanting to know into the particulars of their 
hotel bills, and were gregarious and visited 
each other, and, haying deep lungs, taiked 
louder than other folks, and when tne United 
States Hotel nto draw some of the old par- 
ticular class of American descended people 
away, the Grand Union resolved to discourage 
the Hebrew support, and it was done harshly. 
The medium of dol it, Mr. Wilkinson, says 
that he bad no choice in the matter; but, bemg 
an employé, be was told not to take Jews, and 
Hot to make exceptions. He therefore refused 
a selection of rooms to Mr. Seligman, who hac 
been in business nearly a generation in New 
York, and bad ciose relations with the Repub- 
lican Administration at Washington under 
Grant. Someof the Seligmans alieged that this 
fact made them obnoxious to Judge Hilton, who 
had been the conveiver and chief executor of 
the scheme to put A. T. Stewart at the head 
of the Treasury Department under Grant. 
Grant revised bis selection as soon as he found 
there wes an excuse to do so, and Stewart 
telt humiliated,.and was never congenial 
with Grant atter that, while Grant extended his 
attentions to the Seligmans, who, under Mr. 
Boutwell and later on, had todo with the bonds 
of the Government, and became iu a certain 
sense agents of the Treasury. At any rate, Se- 
ligman resented his bemg ruled out of a public 
hotel, which is nominally put upfor the public 
and not for an aristocracy, and the Jewisb class 
felt that they were all involved with Seligman, 
and that to disparage Jews in business invited 
their degradation unless they resented it. Subse- 
quently Corbin and one or two other botelkeep- 
ers also forbade the Jews, but they did not incur 
the same hostility. Corbinonly kept an excur- 
sion bouse, ana it was not regarded as any more 
important that he should dislike Jews than if 
Mike Norton or any other restaurantkeeper at 
Coney Isiand should imitate Hilton's insuit. 

A shrewd merchant never would have insulted 
a brigbt class of dry-goods dealers like the Jews. 
They are today the principal dealers in dry 
goods in New York, and have been the only class 
the tactics of A. T. Stewart never could trample 
out.. Stewart aimed at a monopoly, and was 
particularly vile in his behavior to bis clerks, 
salesmen, and old stipendiaries who undertook 
to be merchants. Cases are well attested where 
he undersold at his own cost several such, and 
brougbt them to ruin when they might have 
been mourners around bis tomb and claimed a 
sympathy in his prosperity and fatherhood. A 
man pilotti the ruin of a faithful clerk cannot 
be elevated by Bishops or priests into any saint- 
bood, even as this world goes. When Stewart's 
body was robbed from the grave a ＋ many 
thought it might have been done by some of 
these old cierks of his whose prospects he bad 
biasted witbout respectable cause. 

The Jews were immense consumers of dry 
goods for the clothing manufacture, and that 
was Seligman's business before he became a 
banker. fe was supposed that if they could get 
good bargains they would vot mind swallowing 
an insult, but even if that had been true it also 
huppens that the improvidence which insult$ a 
whole race must sooner or later extend to he 
business of the man — it. Tobe a gentleman

— him there. Stewart while alive did 
have fidelity to his own laborers as long as 
they did not dare to work in another vineyard. 
But be bad been dead only a littie while when 
the old faces began to gu from the store. Thus 
the public lost their contact with an ancient 
house, for it is a mistake to suppose that any 
uctive property in this world is imbedded only 
in the interests of the proprietor. That prop- 
erty expresses itselt through the customary 
servitors. The very dog that barks at the lodge 
of a great man and a landlord has some power 
in his estate; and the landlord who should poison 
ull bis dogs because the tenants got to know 
them would speedily frighten all his tenants 
away, and a pretty bard class of strangers would 
want to take their places. 

in personal intercourse Mr. Hilton was vari- 
abie. Sometimes be was kind, eogaging, and 
distributed his useful, if dogmatic, mformation 
inverestingly. But at other times he would not 
see you on the street who had been his guest 
last night, or would even walk right past with a 
sort of suuppisb upper lip. as if be was think- 
ing On things altogether to vast to be crossed by 
u inodest acyuaintance.

ington, but Louis Napoieon, the executor of the 

dead man, falis into the bands of his enemy 
without respect. The world insensibly says the 
fraud is coucluded. So let men take héed when 
they bave curried favor with the rich ones that 
there is much in this world besides money, and 
this fa:iure of the Stewarts bardly detracts from 
the previous uupopularity of the subject. Men 
with giant powers are not excused from using 
them iant-like, but men Woo only march be- 
— 1 want modesty above all, lest they be 
ested. 

Other rich men in this city may learn humility 
from this end of what was once the greatest 
house in America. Nu man is ever excusable 
for being a snob, whatever apparent monument 
he is building. People are soon classified and 
set aside who overlook their humble acquaint- 
ances, and only respect such persons as dom- 
ineer over them. Mr. Stewart made his money 
by taking his wife into a room over his store and 
living there with her, and they worked over 
auction dry goods and labored toward an inde- 
— — old age with minute diligence, never 
ooking down on any persou who eniered their 
storo and wanted to spend a farthing. That 
prudent beginning and experience made Stew- 
art the beneficiary of the vast retail trade of 
New York during inflation and the War, when 
nis income rose to bejmany millions a year. 

After the close of tne War be began to aspire 
to be something more than a merchant, a Cabi- 
net Minister, a visitor to the White House, an 
American aristocrat,and in a little while he 
tbrew away the stanch fame he had, and Lazarus 
lying in his plain grave at this moment eclipses 
the majesty of A. T. Stewart's mausoieum and 
inheritance. Every rich man bas his Lazarus 
under the tabieciloth,and dees not know it. 
Abraham is always lifting up that tablecloth to 
see if Lazarus is well attended to, and if he finds 
bim with the dogs, having bis sures licked, and 
short of crumbs, is very apt to take dim upon 
bis bosom and bear aim to an estate to which 
the rich man looks with a parched tongue, 
asking for a drop of the water of kindly sympa- 
thy. These old fables rooted in human nature 
are truer than inspiradona.- The Jews ruled out 
of the Stewart hotels have inherited the trade of 
Stewart's great dry-goods house. You ask 
where is that net income of $5,000,000 a year 
which A. T. Stewart used to huve, and the an- 
swer is, itis gone to Stern's, to Altman's, to 
Ebrich’s, and twenty such places—al! Jew. 

Some of the merchants say that A. T. Stewart 
bad lost his grip bofore he died, and point to the 
fact that noinvestment he made for years be- 
fore bis death was successful. He believed that 
Bieecker street would be the cross-town Broad- 
way, and bougbtall along the line, and instead 
of becoming the Broadway it became the 
brothel of New York, and some three 
years ago I called on the agent for all that 
real estate to see it 1 could get a house for 
a friend, and be said: 1 have not got a house 
fit fur your friend to live in.“ The purchase of 
Garden City was a disappointment to the people 
who preferred Mr. Stewart to buy it, and to the 
Stewart estate, which has never realized any- 
thing from it. The New York hotel for women, 
it is said, Mr. Stewart discovered could never be 
self-sustaining before be died, and, therefore, 
did vot open it. His factories seem to have been 
all poor investments. He has the best summer 
hotel in America at Saratoga, but he’ extrava- 
gantly eniarged it, purchasing additional prop- 
erty of no valuc to the concern, and the foolish 
attempt to open a dry-goods store in that vil- 
lage showed that Stewart had no more dignity 
of character than when he left Beifast forty or 
fifty years before. 


DARWIN. 


The Dead King of Science—The Phi- 
losopher at Home, 
London Truth. 

A great peal of laughter fills the modest house 
at Down. Not one of these sharp metallic 
cachinnations which jar on the ear and set the 
teeth ou edge, nor one of those dry wooden 
rattlings, like the crackling of thorns updera 
pot, nor yet the loud laugh which speaks the va- 
cant mina, but a rich,Homeric laugh, round and 
full, musical and jocund—a laugh to remember. 
The outburst of merriment proceeds from the 
recluse of Down, infinitly amused to bear that, 
while he bas been watching the tendrils of the 
vine and examining the predatory dabits of the 
sundew, the microscope of the World has been 
focussed upon the great observer bimselt; that, 
without going through the preliminary process 
of pinumg dim to a cork like a cock- 
chafer, he has been a marked man 
for some time past; that when he has im- 
agined himself most secure at the pleasant 
house of his friend, Dr. Farr, discussing the light 
and exbilarating subject of vital statistics, the 
same peuetrut ins orb was still fixed upon him: 
that, in the little garden where he cultivated bis 
plants for experiment, “observation with ex- 
tended vie was at his elbow. It is better 
80.“ says Mr. Darwin, *thanto be interviewed 
and barrassed with questions which cannot be 
answered witbout some appearance of vanity. 
Moreover it strikes me as not proper that a man 
should communicate anything to the author ofa 
biographical notice. He should behave as if al- 
ready dead. On any subject but himself he is 
the most free and communicative of living 

hilosopbers. Without an atom of secientitic 

ealousy, be is always ready to expound bis 
views, to narrate the result of the delicate ex- 
periments on which be is perpetually occupied 
and to assist other investigators from the stores 
of an experience that has ranged over the whole 
field of natural science and the conclusions of a 
mind trained to reason closely on such 
facts us ha ve been ascertained by 
actual observation. No naturalist of this or any 
othe: time has confined himself more strictiy to 
well-ascertuined facts and devoted more labor 
to original investigation. The reason of this ex- 
cessive care is to be found in the keystone of 
the Darwinian puilosophy- La verte quand 
meme; the pursuit of truth through all difficul- 
ties and without regard to consequences. To 
this object he bas devoted his entire lite, saving, 
Ot course, the cheerful hours spent in bis fam- 
ily circle—one of the most united and affection- 
ate in England. and with bis oldest friends, Sir 
Josepb Hooker and Prof. Huxley. Perbaps no 
merrier trio of philosuphers ever gathe red to- 
gether and enlivened abstruse subjects with 
— quip and crank, but neither of his two 

riends, genial companions though they be, can 
approach Mr. Darwin's pitch of bilarity. Ata 
roll illustration of Mr. Huxiey’s or a bumorous 
doubt insinuated in the musical tones of the 
President of the Royal Society, the eyes twin- 
kle under the massive overhang! brows, the 
Socratic bead. as Prof. Tyndall loves to 
call it, thrown back, and over the 
long white beard roijs out such a laugh as we 
have attempted to describe... Unfortunately 
there are moments when Mr. Darwin can enjoy 
neither scientitic investigation nor friend 
converse; when sudden fits of iliness, to whic 
he bas been subject since his manbood, lay him 
prostrate for days together. Happiiy these at- 
tacks are only troublesome while they last, and 
inflict no permanent injury on his powerful 
trame. The long wakeful periods of convules- 
cence, too, are utilized for observations which 
require almost constant attention; so that the 
tables may be said to be turned on disease. 
WHAT DARWINISM IS, 

Reducing the cdnception to the greatest pos- 
sibie precision, Herbert Spencer defines evolu- 
tim asa change from the homogeneous to the 
bete neous, from the general to the special 
from indefinit and simple to the definit and 
complex. On this hypothesis, the universe as it 
now exists is the resuit of an almest infinit series 
of changes, ** related to and dependent upon each 
other, us successive steps, or rather growths, con- 
stitut ing 247 4 analagous to the unfoid or 
evoiving of the parts of a growing organism.” 
This process of development is considered to be 
“traceable in the formation of the worids in 
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ible.” The doctrine of evolution, 
not identical with 


the struggle of the organism to adapt itself to 
the constantly altering conditions of its environ- 
ment. These conditions of external life act on 
plants animals in their natural state with an 
effect analogous to that by which artiticial culti- 
yates Senne 8 oha and im-

most general admission of naturalists phat nat-

DARWIN’S THEORY OF EVOLUTION. 

The article on “ Bvoludon” in the Encpela- 
pedia Britannica, written by Prof. Huxley and 
James Sully, has the following regarding Mr. 
Darwin: 

The honor of work outthis theory of evo- 
lution on a eubétautial is of facts belongs to 
England. Of the writers who ba ve achieved this 
result Mr. Darwin deserves the first note. 
Though modestly confining himself to the prot- 
lew of accounting for the evolution of the higher 
organic forms out of the lower, Mr. Darwin bas 
done mucb to further the idea of a gradual evo- 
lution of the physical world. The philosophical 
signii.cance of the bypothesis of natural selec- 
tion, especially associated with Mr. Darwin, is 
due, as Prof. Helmholtz points out, to the fact 
that it introduces a strictly mechanical concep- 
tion in order to account for those intricate ar- 
rangements known as organic adaptations which 
had before been conceived only in a teeological 
manner. By viewing adaptations as conditions 
of self-preservation Mr. win is able to ex-

It is true that in bis conception of 


biology. 


‘seemingly spontaneous variations and of corre- 


latsous of growth be leaves room. for the old 
manner of viewing organic developments us 
controlled by some interpai orgauizing princi- 
ple. Yet this theory, as a Whole, is clearly a 
heavy biow to the teleological method. 

Again, Mr. Darwin bas greatly extended the 
scope of mechanical interpretation by making 
intelligible, apart from the codperation of in- 
telligent purpose, the genesis of the organic 
world as a barmonious system of distinct 
groups, a unity iu variety, having certain weil- 
marked typical affinities. How greatly this ar- 
rangement bas helped to support the idea of an 
ideal plan we have bad oceasion to observe. Mr. 
Darwin, in bis doctrine of the organic worid as a 
survival, refers this appearance of sy-tematic 
pian to perfectly natural causes, and iu so qoing 
be gives new meaning to the ancient theory that 
the harmony of the world arises out of discord. 
Once more, Mr. Darwin's hypothesis is of 
wide philosophie interest, since it heips to sup- 
port the idea of a perfect gradation in the prog- 
ress of things. The variations which be postu- 
la tes are slight, if not inflnitesimal, and only et- 
tect a sensible functional or morphological 
change after they have been frequently re- 
peated and accumulated by heredity. 

Mr. Darwin's later work, in which he applies 
his theory of the origin of species to man, is a 
valuable contribution to a oaturalistic concep- 
tion of human development. The mindof man 
in its lowest stages of development is dere 
brought into close juxtaposition to the animal 
mind, and the upward progress of man is viewed 
as effected by natura causes, chief among 
Which isthe action of natural selection. Mr. 
Darwin does not inquife into the exact way in 
which the mental and the bodily are connected. 
He simply assumes that, just as the bodily or- 
ganism A capable of varying in an incefinit 
number of ways, so may the mental faculties 
vary indefinitiy in correspondence with certain 
physical changes. In this way be seeks to ac- 
count for all the higher mental powers, as the 
use of language and reason, the sentiment of 
beauty and conscience. 

Finaily, Mr. Darwin seeks to give a practical 
and ethical turn to his doctrine. He appears to 
make the end of evolution the conscious end of 
man's action, since ne defines the general good 
aa “ the rearing of the greatest number of indi- 
viduais in full bealtbh and vigor, and with all 
their faculties perfect, under the conditions te 
which they are subject.” Further, in bis view of 
the future of the race, Mr. Darwin leans to the 
idea that the natural process which bas effected 
man's first process must continue to be an im- 
portant factor in evolution. and that, conse- 
quently, it is not well to check the scope of this 
process by undue restraints of populaGon and a 
charitatie preservation of the incom

e would bave continued to do so had he aef 
found Wallace upon his track. A concentrated, 
but full and powerful epitome of his iabors 
was the cunseguence. .. Mr. Darwin 
shirks no difficvity; and, saturated as the 
subject was with his owa thought, he must dave 
known better than bis critics the weakmess as 
well as the — * ot his theory. ... He 
takes no pains t 
discerned; nay, he takes every pains te bring it 
into the strongest light. His vast resources en- 
able nim io cope with objections started by hin- 
self and others so as to leave the final impression 
upon the reader’s mind that, if they be not com- 
letely answered, they certainly are not fatal. 
‘heir negative force being destroyed, you are 
free to be influenced by the vast positive mass of 
evidence te is able to bring before you. This 
largeness of knowledge and readiness of re- 
source render Mr. Darwin the most terrible of 
antagonists. Accomplished naturalists have 
leveled heavy an sustained criticisms 
against him—not always with a view 
ot fairly weighing his theory, but with 
the express intention of exposing its weak 
points only. This does not irritate him. He 
treats every objection with a soberness and 
thoroughness which even Bishop Butler might 
be proud to imitate, surrounding each fact with 
its appropriate detail, placing it in its proper re- 
lations, and usually giving it a significance 
which, as long as it was kept isolated, failed to 
appear. This is done with a trace of ill 4emper. 
12 moves over the subject with the passioniess 
strength of agiacier; and the grinding of the 
rocks is not always without a counterpart in the 
logical pulverization of the objector. But 
though in handiing this mighty theme all pas- 
sion has been stilled, there is an emotion of the 
intellect incident to the discernment of new 
truth which often colors and warms the pages of 
Mr. Darwin. His success has been great: and 
this implies not only the solidity of his work, but 
the prepareduvess of the public mind for such a 
revelawuon.
